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DETAILED ACTION 



Specification 

1 . The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

The following title is suggested: Credit System Featuring Apportioned Credit Lines 

2. In addition, the applicant is suggested to submit a new abstract, at least clarifying the 
text of line 1 : "invention discloses a wherein the total". The applicant is suggested to properly 
submit relative information within the abstract that may provide a technical disclosure of the 
invention. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

4. Claims 1-3 and 7-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Armetta 
et al. (US 5,864,830). 

Armetta teaches a credit card system, wherein a cardholder's credit line is apportioned 
to different credit transactions, including telephone or Internet transactions to a sub-account of 
the cardholder. The cardholder may apportion specific credit amounts to a sub-account present 
on a satellite card of a child or person on a trip (see figure 1, col. 4, lines 18-52, and col. 5, line 
60 -col. 6, line 2). 
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5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1 ), (2), and (4) of section 371 (c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act of 
1999 (AIPA) do not apply to the examination of this application as the application being 
examined was not (1) filed on or after November 29, 2000, or (2) voluntarily published under 35 
U.S.C. 122(b). Therefore, this application is examined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the 
amendment by the AIPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

6. Claims 4-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Solokl et al. (US 
6,173,269 B1). 

Solokl teaches a credit line provided for a teenager, the credit line is apportioned such 
that only specific vendors are accessible by the teen, as set forth by the activators of the card, 
normally the parent (see col. 5, line 56 - col. 6, line 15). The teen can purchase from the 
vendor via Internet or telephone (col. 10, lines 57-66). 

Conclusion 

7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Dethloff (US 6,047,888) teaches a credit line, wherein a card holds apportioned 
credit memories of specific vendors. Brody et al. (US 5,350,906) and Chastain (US 6,021 ,943) 
teach a credit line, wherein a sub-account can be apportioned for specified credit amounts.
